This product has been engineered and manufactured with the highest 
priority on safety. However, improper use can result in electric shock and/or fire. In order to prevent 
potential danger, please observe the following instructions when installing, operating and cleaning the 
product. To ensure your safety and prolong the service life of your LCD color TV product, please read 
the following precautions carefully before using the product. 

■ Read instructions — All operating instructions must be read and understood before the product is 
operated. 

■ Keep this manual in a safe place — These safety and operating instructions must be kept in a 
safe place for future reference. 

■ Observe warnings — All warnings on the product and in the instructions must be observed 
closely. 

■ Follow instructions — All operating instructions must be followed. 

■ Attachments — Do not use attachments not recommended by the manufacturer. Use of inad- 
equate attachments can result in accidents. 

■ Power source — This product must operate on a power source specified on the specification 
label. If you are not sure of the type of power supply used in your home, consult your dealer or 
local power company. For units designed to operate on batteries or another power source, refer 
to the operating instructions.

/^Preparing and Using the Remote Control 



■ Use the remote control by pointing it towards the remote sensor window.

CABLE TV (CATV) CONNECTION 



1 A 75 ohm coaxial cable connector is built into the set for easy hookup. When connecting the 75 
ohm coaxial cable to the set, screw the 75 ohm cable to the COAXIAL CABLE CONNECTOR. 

1 Some cable TV companies offer "premium pay channels". Since the signals of these premium 
pay channels are scrambled, a cable TV converter/descrambler is generally provided to the 
subscriber by the cable TV company. This converter/descrambler is necessary for normal 
viewing of the scrambled channels. (Place your TV on channel 3 or 4, typically one of these 
channels is used. If this is unknown, consult your cable TV company.) For more specific instruc- 
tions on installing cable TV, consult your cable TV company. One possible method of utilizing the 
converter/descrambler provided by your cable TV company is explained below.

Antennas 

■ The antenna requirements for good color television reception are more important than those for black & white 
television reception. For this reason, a good quality outdoor antenna is strongly recommended. 
The following is a brief explanation of the type of connections that are provided with the various antenna 
systems: 



1 . A 75 ohm system is generally a round cable with F-type 
connector that can easily be attached to a terminal without 
tools (not supplied). 



2. A 300 ohm system is a flat "twin-lead" cable that can be 
attached to a 75 ohm terminal through a 300-75 ohm 
ADAPTER (not supplied).
